WHO PAID FOR PLACE 


Burleson Acts on Revelations of 
Bartering in Two Counties 
of Pennsylvania. 


STATE COMMITTEE INVOLVED 


Representative Brodbeck Accuses 
Men Who Owed Him Money of 
Starting the Scandal,

PHILADELPHIA, March 25.—As a 
result of the exposure of the barter and 
sale of Postmasterships in the Twentieth 
Pennsylvania Congressional District, 
comprising York and Adams Counties, 
General Burleson to-night 
summarily dismissed James F. Singer, 
Postmaster at New Freedom, Penn. 
This action followed the revelation that 
Singer had signed an agreement to pay 
$75 annually as the purchase price of 
his office. 

Minority members of the House Post 
Office Committee, after reading of the 
alleged corrupt practices in Pennsyl- 
vania, framed a resolution providing for 
an investigation of conditions in York 
County. 

Further 
the 


disclosures to-day involved 
Democratic State organization in 
Pennsylvania. It developed that Wil- 
son Bailey, an emissary of the State 
Democratic Committee, obtained a 
signed contract from W. B. Reisinger, 
the Postmaster at Wrightsville, Penn., 
in which Reisinger, appointed under the 
Wilson Administration upon the rec- 
ommendation of Congressman A. R. 
Brodbeck of York, had agreed to pay 
5 per cent. of his salary to the State 
Committee annually. Reisinger has al- 
ready paid $25 to Bailey, the accredited 
fiscal agent of the Pennsylvania State 
Democratic Committee. 

_ Representative A. Mitchell — the 
recognized leader of DemocracY under 


ithe present Administration in Pennsyl- 


vania and a candidate for the United 
States Senate, promptly issued a state- 
ment declaring that a rigid investiga- 
tion should be made and any found 
guilty of wrongdoing punished. 

Reisinger sald he did not realize at 
the time that he was to pay $75 every 
year for his job, but thought he was to 
pay that much money, and would not 
be further drafted upon for contribu- 
tions. Subsequently ne was Informed 
that the $25 he paid in January was but 
one-third of the amount he was to pay 
the first year, and was given to under- 
stand that he would be expected to pay

WOMAN'S WEAKNESS 
DUE TO EDUCATION 


Girls Do Not Belong to the 
Weaker Sex Necessarily, 
Mrs. Gilman Asserts. 


MEN DICTATE FASHIONS 


A Desire to Meet Their Approval 
Governs Feminine Customs, Even 
Among the Hottentots. 


Discussing the normal woman and 
coming world in the last of her lectures 
on the ‘‘ Larger Feminism’ at the 
Hotel Astor yesterday, Mrs. Charlotte 
Perkins Gilman announced at the outset 
that her subject treated of ‘‘ two things 
about which we know nothing—since the 
normal woman doesn’t exist and the 
coming world is beyond our ken.’” About 
200 women listened to Mrs. Gilman. 

First of all, she demolished the theory 
| that woman is necessarily the ‘‘ weaker 
vessel.”” Girl children at birth, she said, 
were stronger than bey babies. In

there were women porters who carried 
trays of merchandise so heavy that it 
took two men to put them on the 
woman's head. Little Japanese women 
| loaded coal and carried it aboard ships, 
she pointed out. In her address she 
said:

DIES IN ELEVATED STATION. 
Walter Laidlaw, Secretary of Steam 


Pump Co., Stricken on Train. 


Walter Laidlaw, Secretary of the In- 
ternational Steam Pump Company, whose 
offices are at 115 Broadway, died sud- 
denly of heart disease yesterday morn- 
ing at the Thirty-third Street station

He became il] on the train just as it 
pulled into the station, and succeeded 
in attracting the attention of Special 
Officer Ruhmle, on duty at the station, 
who took him off the train.
